LONDON, March 18. — Unless 
Adolf Hitler, in some rare mood of 
self-abnegation, decides to make a 
human peace-offering of himself, 
no decision which he and Benito 
Mussolini may Lave taken at their 
historic meeting at Brennero today 
can be expected to bring the war 
to an end. 

Great Britain—at least according 
to all indications—is still deter- 
mined to continue the war until 
Hitler and what he stands for are 
exterminated. This determination 
bas been fortified rather than 
weakened by American Undersecare- 
tary of State Sumner Welles’ peace 
tour and by the very evident pos- 
sibility that Italy and Germany 
may concoct a peace plan of such 
an attractive nature that the United 
States may be persuaded to support 
it. At the very moment that Mus- 
solini and Hitler were putting their 
heads together today, the British 
people were calling upon their 
Government to take the initiative 
in speeding up the war. 

Peace Plan Long Expected. 


Today's meeting came as a defi- 
Mite surprise, but the peace offen- 
sive with which it was connected 
had been anticipated for some 
time. As reported in these dis- 


patches last. Thursday, Welles: was 
believed here to be engaged on a 


high-pressure peace mission, and 
it was suspected that his arrival 
in Rome might coincide with the 
development of a highly dramatic 
peace move. 3 

Saturday’s broadcast by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has helped to re- 
essure the British with regard to 
his personal attitude toward peace, 
but has not completely dispelled 
suspicion that the United States 
may somehow or other be drawn 
into what, for the Allies, would 
be a highly dangerous peace 
move. Welles, it is perfectly evi- 
dent to everybody, has had inter- 
esting reasons for delaying his de- 
parture from Rome, and those 
reasons must be definitely con- 
nected with the peace offensive. 

Today's London Times gives 
what must be regarded as the 
authoritative British view toward 
the peace offensive and America's 
possible part in it. 

“Roosevelt,” it says, “showed in 
his broadcast Saturday that he 
himself has no doubts about the 
fundamental issues of the present 
war. ‘It cannot be: a lasting 
peace,’ he said, ‘if the fruit of it 1s 
oppression or starvation or cruelty, 
or human life dominated by armed 
camps. It cannot be a moral peace 
if freedom from invasion is sold 
for tribute 


Essence of Naziism. 


“There is not a word in this 
definition of real peace with which 
the Western Allies would disagree,” 
the Times continues. But,“ it 
warns, “oppression and domination 
of armed camps, denial of God, de- 
nial of brotherhood between large 
nation and small, are the very stuff 
of which the Nazi Weltanschauung 
is composed and on which the pol- 
icy of Hitler’s Government is based. 

“It is, therefore, manifestly not 
possible to conclude a real peace 
with the present rulers of Germany. 
Even if they were to profess dif- 
ferent views from those which they 
now hold, new promises of political 
gangsters who have broken almost 
every promise they ever made to 


other countries would not possess 
the smallest value.

HITLER CONFERS

Labor Member Asking Censure of Ministry, |

LONDON, March 18 (AP).—As- 
serting that Britain may starve to 
death unless her shipbuilding pro- 
gram is speeded up, Emanuel Shin- 
well, Laborite member of Parlia- 
ment, asked the House of Commons 
today for a vote censuring. the 


shipping ministry. 

Shinwell took the floor to press 
his demand for a vote shortly after 
the Government had disclosed to 
Commons that it is consulting with 
France and Tufkey on the form of 
aid the Western Powers might give 
their Eastern ally in event she be- 


came involved in war. 

The Laborite assailed the ship- 
ping ministry for delays which he 
said were due to lack of organiza- 
tion, and declared that complaints 
were rolling in as “ships are t, 
lives are lost and hundreds of thou- 
sands of pounds frittered away.” 
The effective cargo carrying ton- 
nage of the British merchant ma- 
rine is only about 10,000,000 tons 
at present, Shinwell said, and not 
“18,000,000 tons as Mr. Churchill 
(First Lord of the Admiralty Win- 
ston Churchill) would have 
claimed.” 

He declared the available ton- 
nage had been depleted both be- 
cause the Queen Mary and other 
large ships are now tied up and 
because a number of other vessels 
have been taken over by the Ad- 
miralty. 

Consulting With Turkey.. 
That Britain, France and Turkey 
are consulting on possible measures 
of military co-operation in the 
Near East was announced by For- 
eign Undersecretary R. A. Butler. 
The British Government at the 
same time turned down a sugges- 
tion that it ask the League of 
Nations to set up a neutral com- 
mission to examine responsible 
proposals for peace in the 
European conflict. 

The suggestion was made by 
Laborite Arthur Woodburn, and 
Butler rejected it, declaring For- 
eign Secretary Lord Halifax “is 
not convinced” adoption of the pro- 
posal “would be best in the pres- 
ent circumstances.” 

Prime Minister Chamberlain was 
given a rousing birthday cheer as 
he appeared in the House. He 
smiled in acknowledgment. He is 
spending his seventy-first birthday 
much as he would any other day. 

To Tell of Aid to Finland. 

Chamberlain told the House that 
his statement tomorrow on Finland 
and the progress: of the European 
war would contain information on 
the quantity of guns and ammuni- 
tion and planes given and offered 
to Finland. 

A series of questions was asked 
on the future of Finland, but But- 
ler asked members to await Cham- 
berlain’s statement. Asked for as- 
surance that Finland would not be 
prejudiced when the peace confer- 


ence came because it accepted 
the Russian peace terms,, Butler 
replied that “it is not possible to 
forecast at this stage the scope of 
the peace conference.“ 

Asked whether a comprehensive 
plan existed for immediate mill- 
tary aid to Turkey if “her integrity 
should be threatened or if it be- 
comes expedient for her to go«to 
the aid of @ neighboring state,” 
Butler replied: ; : 

“Great Britain and France are 
bound by Article One of their 
treaty of mutual assistance with 
Turkey to give Turkey all the aid 
and assurance in their power in 
the event of her being involved in 
hostilities with a European power 
in consequence of aggression by 
that power against Turkey. The

Germany's boldest aerial stroke 
of the “war—a one hour and 25 
minute raid by 14 Heinxel bomb-

“Events One Jump Ahead.” 

In the most outspoken demand 
thus far for a Cabinet shakeup and 
amore dynamic war policy, the con- 
servative Daily Mail declared: 

“Events seem to be always one 
jump ahead of the Rritish Govern- 
ment. While the enemy acts 
(in reference to the Hitler-Musso- 
lini meeting) the democracies hesi- 
tate.

PARIS, March 18 (AP). — If the

French view. 

Government sources said today, 
in commenting on the Brennero 
conference, that the Allies could 
not accept an immediate compro- 
mise peace but would fight on un- 
til they had won victory and guar- 
antees of security. 

Meanwhile, Premier Daladier, up- 
on whom parliamentary pressure 
has been placed to extend his cab- 
inet, conferred for an hour with 
President Albert Lebrun, whose 
consent on new Cabinet appointees 
is necessary.

Brooklyn Prosecutor Says 
Young Gunmen Did Kill- 
ings for Luciano, Lepke 
and Others. 


NEW YORK, March 18 (AP).— 
A murderto-order combine which 
kined by contract for cacketeers 
was said today by a Brooklyn pros- 
ecutor to ave been responsible for 
at least a dozen—possibly 
land murders. 

District Attorney William F. 
O'Dwyer said 10 men were under 
arrest in connection with the 
crimes. He said the gang was im- 
plicated in seven murders and two 
attempted killings in Brooklyn, and 
three killings in Sullivan. County, 
New York. 

One of those arrested was Irving 
Cohen, 37-year-old movie bit player, 
wanted, according to the District 
atiorney’s office, in connection 
with the killing of Walter Sage in 
Loch Sheldrake, Sullivan County. 

Cohen, who acted under the name 
of Jack Gordon and was known 
in the underworld as “Big Gangey,” 
has a minor police record, said 
James Moran, chief clerk of 
O’Dwyer'’s office. He was seized 
in Hollywood. 

Sage’s body, weighted down with 
a slot machine, was fished out of 
Swan Lake near Loch Sheldrake in 
July, 1937. Authorities said Sage 
was a member of the gang.

“Some of the smaller members 
of the gang would have rebelled, 
after they learned that crime paid 
them a starvation wage, but they 
were held to their crimes by their 
overlords.” 

O’Dwyer said the gang’s connec- 
tions apparently extended to sev- 
eral cities on United States bor- 
ders. He remarked that he had 


The prosecutor quoted one in- 
former as saying the gang leaders | 
had boasted to him of having 
»rubbed out” seven witnesses in 
District Attorney Thomas E. 
Deweys Lepke trial, and had 
planned to kill he other four wit- 
nesses in the case. 

Lepke, under a 41-year Federal 
prison sentence for narcotics law 
violations, also is facing a life sen- 
tence in the State courts as a ha- 
bitual criminal. 

In one case, O’Dwyer said, the 
ring shot to death Irving Penn, 42- 
vear-old music firm executive, 
whom they mistook for a Dewey 
witness in the Lepke case. 


Two Members Tell of Ring. 


District Attorney Samuel J. Fo- 
ley of the Bronx, who conferred 
with ODwyer on the Penn case, 
characterized the arrests as “the 
most important clean-up of under- 
world characters that I have seen 
in 15 years as a law officer.” 

Two young members of the syn- 
dicate, fearing they would be de- 
serted by their leaders and left to 
face alone charges under which 
they now are held, told their 
stories, O’Dwyer said. He named 
them as Anthony (Duke) Maffe- 
tore and Abraham (Pretty) Levine. 

Levine told O’Dwyer he had tried 
to go straight and that he was panty) 
ried and had a 16-month-old daugh- | 
ter. The gang leaders, however, | 
would not allow him to ease out of 
the racket. He decided to talk be- 
cause of his fear he would be sacri- 
ficed by his chiefs. 


Murder ef Killers. 


Sometimes when young gunmen 
became too involved in the gang’s 
operations, they were killed by suc- 
cessors, O'Dwyer said Levine told 
him. 

Ten or twenty dollars—sometimes 
as little as $3—were paid for the 
killings. O’Dwyer said the com- 
bine “had a finger in almost any 
racket you can name—prostitution, 
extortion, intimidation of business, 
murder and gambling.” 

The Breoklyn killers apparently 
were allied in some way with the 
Detroit Purple gang, the prose- 
cutor said, adding that he antici- 

ted arrests as far away as Los 
Angeles and Miami in connection 
With the crimes committed here 
and elsewhere. 

Wide Variety of Crime. 

“The gang was engaged in a wide 
Variety of crime,” O’Dwyer said. 
“But we have evidence that all their 
money was pooled and split—main- 
ly among the big bosses. 

“There was an ingenious inter- 
linking of both rackets and operat- 
tions with out-of-town gangs. The 
loan sharks, for instance, operat- 
ed most closely with that racket 
in Detroit. At least once a week 
there was airplane communication 
between the two mobs. 


“There is evidence that out-of- | 


town gangs paid New York gangs 
to assault or murder people while

An officer of the Council of State 
Governments urged before the Mo- 
nopoly Committee today that Con- 
gress establish a permanent com- 
mittee on Federal-state relations to 
help eliminate interstate trade 
barriers and deal with other inter- 
governmental problems. 

Frank Bane, executive director 
of the council. suegested that such 
a committee could follow the pat- 
tern of the Monovoly Committee 
with representation from each 
branch of Congress and from the 
administrative branch of the Gov- 
ernment. 

The committee, he said. could 
work in co-operation with the 
Council] of State Governments in 
presenting to the next Congress “a 
comprehensive plan lookine toward 
co-overation and particination by 
all levels of government.” 

Besides trade barriers, Bane sug- 
gested, the committee could study 
overlapping tax laws, Federal 
grants-in-aid, transportation and 
problems of personnel. 

Bane testified at the opening of 
a Monopoly Committee study of the 
effect of state trade barriers. He 
told the committee that such bar- 
riers, raised unusually through 
taxation or police powers of the 
states, had “assumed ominous pro- 
vortions” but testified that in the 
last year or so “the trend toward 
further economic isolation among 
the states has been stopped for the 
time being.” 

“A beginning. and a good begin- 
ning,” Bane said, “has been made 
in our common effort to re-estab- 
lish a free trade area throughout 
the United States.” 

Trade barriers should be re- 
moved, he contended, because 
“they are diverting our economy 
from the traditional policy of un- 
hampered domestic trade and are 
threatening to return us to those 
conditions which once placed havoc

Without out- 
side reinforcements and the pas- 
sage of troops through Norway and 
Sweden, the Finnish command had 
to risk a large-scale military ca- 
tastrophe or accept peace before an 
amazing defense could crack. 

According to sources which seem 
thoroughly reliable, Field Marshal 
Mannerheim thought first of his 
army and his country’s future 
safety. Consequently, he advised 
the Finnish Government leaders to 
negotiate peace on the best terms 
they could get, bearing in mind 
that the Finns were still an un- 
defeated army and also the price 
that would very likely have to be 
paid in another month or two— 
in so far as one could judge by ex- 
isting conditions. 

There has been no public critic- 
ism here of the decision of the 
Government to seek a peace settle- 
ment, nor has any political party 
denounced the Cabinet for its ac- 
tion. This unanimity of resignation 
to the severe Moscow treaty like- 
wise indicates a general realiza- 
tion among parliamentarians that 
the country’s military and economic 
situation seemed to leave no other 
choice. Many Finnish officers, per- 
haps most of them, would have pre- 
ferred to keep fighting, but thous- 
ands of them would probably have 
collapsed or died from physical 
exhaustion. A great many of them 
had been fighting virtually with- 
out sleep for more than one week 
and a vast number of them had 
been in the front lines under con- 


month. 

Thus, Finland’s peace was a 
peace of exhaustion imposed by 
lack of man power and lack of 
munitions, and made more in- 
evitable by mounting obstacles in 
communications and supplies. Most 
of the evidence available to date 
tends to justify the Finnish Gov- 
ernment’s decision to negotiate 
peace while internal discipline was 
high and Finland’s army remained 
unshattered and unbowed. 


MEXICAN COMMISSION ON WAY 
TO DISCUSS TRADE WITH JAPAN 


Expects to Make Pact as Safeguard 
Against Possible U. S. Suspension 
of Silver Buying. 


MEXICO, CITY, March 18 (AP). 
A Mexican trade commission de- 
parted yesterday for Tokyo to dis- 


cuss expanding commerce between 
the two nations on a basis of bar- 
ter and Japanese investments in 
Mexican industry. 

The negotiations were said to 
be prompted by desire of both 
Mexico and Japan to lessen their 
dependence upon United States 
trade. The Japanese Government 
invited the commission, of 11 mem- 
bers, to make the trip. 

One member said it expected to 
enter into comprehensive trade 
commitments with Japan as a pre- 
caution against possible suspension 
of United States silver purchases. 

Such a suspension, Government 
experts explained, would force 
Mexico to curtail imports from the 
United States to protect the peso 
and her stock of dollar exchange. 

The Mexican mission was expect- 
ed to use the nation’s oil resources 
as a trump card in dealing with 
Tokyo. 

Mexican trade figures for 1938 
ranked Japan seventh as a source 

of imports and tenth among the 
republic’s export markets.

make is that it is not the Govern- 
ment statisticians and the labor 
unions alone that estimate a total 
present unemployment of around 
10,000,000. 

One of the leading statistical 
agencies of the country, in this 
field of unemployment and the gen- 
eral economic condition of the 
country, is the National Industrial 
Conference Board of New York. 
This is a long-established organiza- 
tion, and it has no connection 
whatsoever with the Government 
or with any labor union. It is pri- 
vately financed by some of the 
largest industrialists of the coun- 
try—leaders of business who are, 
one would think, quite as interest- 
ed in getting at the truth, unadul- 
terated by any political considera- 
tion, as are the clients of the 
anonymous experts relied upon by 
Miss Thompson and her support. It 
is not to be believed that the hard- 
headed gentlemen who put up their 
money for the NICB would have 
kept it in existence this long time 
if they had not found reason, in its 
record, to trust its conclusions.

Let us therefore throw all the 
Government and all the labor-union 
calculations out the window and 
accept only those of the NICB. They 
show (preliminary, estimates) that 
the total labor force of the country 
in January of this year was 54,769,- 
000 and that out of this number 
45,473,000 persons were employed 
and 9,296,000 were unemployed. The 
unemployment total, according to 
these figures, dropped in October, 
last, to 7,969,000—its lowest level 
since 1937. Since October there has 


been a month-by-month rise to the 


January figure as stated. The 
board’s unemployment figures in- 
clude, of course, the WPA workers. 

The board gets its unemployment 
figure for any given year by tak- 
ing the total labor force available 
and substracting from it the num- 
ber employed. Miss Thompson fol- 
lowed this method, too, in calculat- 
ing the number of unemployed in 
December, 1939, as a result of pop- 
ulation increase, but she underesti- 
mated the total labor force. She 
estimated that the labor force had 
increased only 3,800,000 in 10 years. 
Actually, because of changes in the 
age-composition of the population, 
the increase in the labor force dur- 
ing the 10-year period was much 
larger. There is no space here for 
the details, but the pertinent fact 
is that there. are now relatively 
more people of working age than 
there were 10 years ago. Like all 
the responsible statisticians who 
have put a signature to their work, 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board takes this fact into account 
and estimates that the 10-yéar in- 
crease in the labor supply was not 
3,800,000, but around 6,000,000. This 
one error on Miss Thompson's part 
—there were others—accounts, ac- 
cording to the figures of the NICB, 
for a 2,200,000 mistake in her total.

Even Animals Have

VEN Hippy, the Dachshund of 
Es Nevile Henderson, former 

British Ambassador to Ger- 
many, comes in for some of the 
displeasure and ridicule which the 
Nazis are heaping on the Ambassa- 
dor these days as a result of the 
reminiscences of his experiences in 
Berlin that he is now publishing in 
the London Daily Herald.

But what 
we do know is that even the dogs 
seem to enjoy precious little free- 
dom in the land of liberty.”

Adolt Hitler and Benito Mussolini at the Brenner 
Pass today, the world knows in reason the topics of 
their conversation. 

The subject matter was, first, the chances of suc- 
cess of a “peace offensive,” and, second, the role which 
Italy will play in ease a large-scale war is launched.’ 

As background for this conference, the Nazis staged 
at Scapa Flow the severest bombing they have yet 
inflicted upon Great Britain, and Mussolini delayed 
until tomorrow the Bailing of the steamer upon which 
Undersecretary Welles is to return to America. Pres- 
dent Roosevelt’s envoy will bring back a confidential 
report on as much of the conversation of the dicta- 
tors as they think it is good for him to know. 

Unless there is some miraculous change in the men- 
tality of the Fascist leaders, there is no chance what- 
ever that they will propose peace terms which would 
comply with the ideals of peace based on justice, 
brotherhood and human liberty enunciated in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s speech Saturday in connection with 
the Christfan Foreign Service convocation in New 
York. 

Nazi-ism, in order to offer a peace like that, would 
have to suffer a sudden “sea-change into something 
rich and strange.” 

Italy’s desire for peace is unquestionably sincere, 
for it is based on practical motives. Both the trend 
of history and the sentiment of the Italian people 
incline Italy toward the Allies, but the ideological 
likeness of Nazi-ism and Fascism must incline Mus- 
solini to preserve the Rome-Berlin axis. 

A super-Munich which would make Europe safe 
for Fascism and open the way for Italy to renew 
its claims on Tunisia, Djibouti and Suez would 
hardly draw the displeasure of II Duce, especially 
if he were given assurances against Russian aggres- 
sion in the Balkans and the Eastern Mediterranean. 

Possibly Hitler plans to compensate Russia for re- 
linquishing any ambitions she may have in the 
Balkans by agreeing to certain concessions in Scan- 
dinavia. In any case, it is noteworthy that the dis- 
patches from Moscow are beginning to mention Rus- 
sian demands for free trade ports on the Atlantic 
coast of Norway and Sweden. 

The chief interest of the American people at this 
time should be in seeing that in any peace negotia- 
tions this country is not placed, even by remote im- 
plication, in the position of guaranteeing the terms, 

Sentiment in America, as shown by the straw polls, 
is overwhelmingly in favor of our allowing Europe 
to work out its own destiny, and this is likely to re- 
main the dominant view. Care should be taken that 
our efforts at mediation do not cause anyone, either 
at home or abroad, to lose sight of this fact.

“Today we seek a moral basis for peace,” the Pres- 
ident said. “It cannot be a real peace if it fails to 
recognize brotherhood. It cannot be a lasting peace 
if the fruit of it is oppression, or starvation, or cru- 
elty, or human life dominated by armed camps.” 

All this, of course, presupposes a moral standard 


far higher than the materialism of our Western civ- 


ilization. There are no sanctions for such unselfish- 
ness to be found in the expediency that guides the 
self-interest of a modern state. It can, in fact, come 
only from a generally accepted religious concept—a 
code observed even by those who profess no creed. 
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Prof. Arnold Toynbee makes this point in the latest Oh 


three volumes of his monumental study of history, just 
now published. Such civilizations as came to full 
flower in the past, he declares, based their security 
in large measure on religions of gentleness. 

Toynbee argues that the Western world has never 
really practiced Christianity. In it are to be found 
real safeguards for that peace which, according to 
the President, will not make tribute the only Apel 
antee of freedom from invasion. 

There can be no arguing, either with Prof. Toynbee 


or President Roosevelt, that a real peace will be 


based on a regard of man for man and nation for 
nation. It is also obvious that such a peace of gentle- 
ness must have as its bulwark spiritual sanctions at 
least as strong as those of big guns and fast planes. 
But who can find those sanctions in Europe today?

“The regular inventory of gur 
national assets—which is known 
as the sixteenth decennial census 
will start April 2 when a group 
of 120,000 specially trained enumer- 
ators will take the census all over 
the country. We will have 900 
enumerators.in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, and each will have 
to cover about 300 households, 
which means about 1200 persons to 
an enumerator,” Crosland said. 

“The first census back in 1790 
had only one major purpose,“ 
Crosland continued, “and that was 
to count our population and de- 
termine how many representatives 
each state was entitled to send to 
the lower house of Congress. Our 
problems are much greater now.” 


Compulsory to Answer. 


Crosland pointed out that it was 
compulsory to answer and had been 
for more than a 100 years. But 
the census taker, he said, is bound 
by an oath of secrecy, violation of 
which may be penalized by a $1000 
fine, two years in prison, or both. 
Crosland also pointed out that the 
answers were so confidential that 
no Government agency can look 
into the Census Bureau files. 

“The data to be collected on 
the population, resources, business 
and occupational activities of the 
United States will bring up to date 
the most complete statistical rec- 
ord possessed by any nation,” Cros- 
land declared. 

He told of a personal experience 
he had in connection with census 
data. Several years ago, he said, 
a Government agency made an 
index file of some 1900 census re- 
turns in connection with an qld- 
age pension matter. Passin 
through the office Crosland notice 
the stacks of cards. 

“I saw acres of cards on that 
visit to Washington and casually 
asked what they were. The clerk 
told me and then volunteered to 
show me my own card which he 
did. I asked to see my wife’s card

40,000 DROP IN PNEUMONIA 
DEATHS LINKED TO NEW DRUG 


Decrease During 1939 Will Be Illus- 
trated by Exhibit at New 
York Fair This Summer. 


NEW YORK, March 18 (AP).— 
A display illustrating a drop of 
40,000.in pneumonia deaths in the 
United States in the past year 
will be one of the new exhibits at 
Fair this 


summer. 

Sulfapyridine, the new medicine 
for pneumonia, will be shown as 
playing an important part in this 
great saving of life. Whether the 
surprising drop, from 130,000 deaths 
in 1938 to 91,000 in 1939, was due 
entirely to the new remedy is not 
vet known. 

Medical reports have pointed to 
the possibility that some of the 
decrease in 1939 might have been 
because of milder types of pneu- 
monia that year. 

However, the exhibit will con- 
tain evidence that sulfapyridine 
last year cured nine out of every 
10 persons to whom it was admin- 


istered.

HOPE ABANDONED 
FOR REMAINING 63 
TRAPPED IN MINE 


Two Bodies Taken From 
Shaft—Ohio Prepares to 
Pay Nearly $400,000 in 
Death Claims. 


ST. CLAIRSVILLE, O., March 18 
(AP).—All of the miners trapped in 
the Willow Grove mine by an ex- 
plosion were given up for dead to- 
day, and the State prepared to pay 
death claims of nearly $400,000, 

Hope for 69 faded 48 hours after 
the explosion. Two others were 
known to be dead. Officials re- 


ported in another 24 hours they 
could break through the poisonous 
gas and rock barriers which blank- 
eted the trapped men. 

More than 100 other miners, most 
of them gassed or injured, were 
rescued. 

Bodies of John Marks, motor- 
man, and Ross McFadden were re- 
moved from the mine before dawn 
today. John Richards, superin- 
tendent, and Howard Sanders, tip- 
ple boss, died of fumes in rescue 
efforts. 

Inquiries Are Planned. 

State and Federal investigations 
will be launched as soon. as debris 
is cleared away and the bodies 
removed. 

While crowds of relatives and 
friends continued a vigil at the 
mine entrance, the State set up a 
special office to handle applications 
for death and injury claims. A 
similar disaster which took 179 
miners’ lives in 1930 brought work- 
men’s compensation claims totaling 
$420,000. A commission official, 
using the 1930 disaster as a yard- 
stick, estimated the State would 
pay approximately $5250 for each 
man who perished at Willow Grove 
blast. The men’s survivors also 
will be eligible to Federal Social 
Security benefits. 

Men Working in Shifts. 

Four-man squads, equipped with 
an automatic loading machine, 
worked in shifts removing slate 
from the clogged passages. 

R. V. Clay, general manager of 
the company, said about 44 men, 
working as a unit, were trapped 
about three miles from the mine 
entrance. The other 27 were in 
scattered groups nearby when the 
explosion occurred. 

The mine, termed a “drift” be- 
cause it entered the coal vein from 
a hillside, was regarded as one 
of the safest in the nation. It 
yielded 4400 tons of coal daily and 
employed 500 men.

RE doughnuts indigestible? 
A This is an old prejudice which 

is based on the belief that 
doughnuts are made of fat which 
causes them to “lay on the stom- 
ach.” Physiologists, however, tell 
us that it is not fat itself which 
is indigestible, but the method by 
which it is incorporated into the 
foods, 

In making old-fashioned dough- 
nuts, deep frying fat was the meth- 
od used, and it was common for 
this fat to be broken down because 
of the lack of temperature control, 
which produces insoluble acids, the 
true culprits of indigestion. When 
doughnuts are made with the best 
fats, they are not indigestible. 

Doughnuts are also very nutri- 
tious, having 49 per cent corbohy- 
drate, 45 per cent fat, and six per 
cent protein which is quite a well- 
balanced fuel for the human en- 


gine.

One of the earliest and showiest 
is the serviceberry which often 
gleams snow white through other- 
wise bare woods. A rather small 
tree, growing on the rocky banks 
of small streams, it is sometimes 
called shadbush for the reason 
that in New England it usually 
bloomed at the time shad were 
running upstream to spawning 
beds. It has a most delicious fruit 
resembling the wild huckleberry 
and its wood, known by the trade 
name of lancewood, is used for 
making fine fishing rods, 

Hawthorn, being one of the 
early bloomers and apparently 
having decided to depend on the 
carrion flies as pollen ‘carriers, 
has given its white, apple-like 
blossoms the scent of decaying 
flesh. It is well that our Leg- 
islature named the exact species 
(Crataegus mollis) which was to 
be the State flower, for more 


than 200 have been listed. .How- 


ever, it was discovered that errors 
had been made; that even au- 
thorities had named and de- 
scribed as two distinct species, 
specimens from opposite sides of 
the same tree.
